The president of the new or­ 
ganization is Leopoldo Falcon!, and 
the secretary t/ Carlos Fanta, both of 
Santiago. The next Olympiad will he 
held at Montevideo In April, 1919. 
The chief event of

recent 


Olympiad was the Marathon race in 
which there were nine entrants from 
Chile, Uruguay and Argentina. The 
event, 42,200 meters, was won by 
Juan Jorquera, a Chilean, in two 
hours, 23 minutes and 5 3-5 seconds, 
which is reported sub a record. Jor­ 
quera is a noted runner and has won 
many matches in Chile. 
On his return from Buenos Airns 
with the record he was acclaimed 
throughout the republic and given sn 
ovation equal to that of a national 
hero.
